No distinction of rank will bo made 
in marking the grave« of American 
soldiers who died In 
France, 
says 
Charles 8. Fierce, chairman of the 
American commission which has ar­ 
rived la Parla to prepare plana for 
beautifying the four permaneut mil­ 
itary cemeteries where the bodies of 
all the American fighters are to be 
gathered. 


“We shall try to uiakc them* ceme­ 
teries memorials of which all Ameri­ 
cans will be proud,*’ the Associated 
Press quotes Colonel Pierce a* say­ 
ing. 
“Early In the discUMaione we de­ 
cided that regardless of rank and po­ 
sition each grave should be treated in 
the same manner and given equal at­ 
tention. 
The only variation permitted 
will be the uniform headstones. 
On 
the top»- of these relatives may iu- 
scribe any reiigiout emblem they may 
wish, so long as it does not inter­ 
fere with the uniformity of the atone. 
“No special monuments will lie per­ 
mitted. 
All the Americans died In the 
performance of their duty, 
and 
no 
matter ¡how heroic individuals may 
have N-cn, the feeling of the nation, 
seems to lie that all should t*o accord­ 
ed the same honor. 


“It is impossible to say now just 
what form 
the 
beauti float Ion 
will 
take, but money will not be spared in 
making the cemeteries the most impos­ 
ing In the world. Congress has appro­ 
priated $1,000,000 as 
a 
preliminary i 
snm for this work, with a promiae of 
more. 
It is probable that $3,000.000 
will be expended. 
“The task of removing the dead will 
is* completed by the end of October.
